which they call Mount Hercules, w hich 
soars to the tremendous altitude of 8 2,- 
78(1 feet. 
Wo fear that until this won­ 
derful figure is refuted Mount Ev erest 
must hide its dimishod head, and that 
Oceanica, in this wise, must take pre­ 
cedence of Asia. 


O ne of two men in Lake View, Ore­ 
gon, who hav e been courting the same 
girl in Warner’s Valley , forty miles 
away , recently procured a license and 
started for the prospectiv e bride. 
The 
other did not learn of this till the nex t 
day , when he started on the same er­ 
rand, accompanied by a minister and a 
friend of his.

F iv e y ea rs a go there w s not an 
electric ra ilw a y in pra ctica l opera tion 
in th e country , w hile to-da y there a re 
m o re tha n a dozen, w ith ev ery prospect 


that there will be a hundred within the 
nex t two y ears. Ex perts do not hesitate 
to predict the speedy displacement of 
the horse as a motor for cars in citiei, 
and one authority believ es tliat the 
change from horses to electricity w ill 
soon go on as fast as the electric plants 
can be manufactured. 
Step by step 
tho dy namo lias so improv ed that the 
work which it costs $8 to do with 
steam power and $0,50 to do with 
horses can be done by electricity for $4. 
Ev en if electricity were no cheaper 
than horses the change would bo for 
the better. The streets will be cleaner; 
there will be fewer great city stables 
to pollute the air and ex pose tho city to 
destruction by fire. 


T h e badness of high-lined dies in 
hosiery is responsible for a curious in­ 
cident at a recent fancy dress kettle­ 
drum. 
The girls who serv ed the tea 
wore peasant gowns which disclosed 
their ankles. 
Among the merry maid­ 
ens was one y oung and pretty widow, 
as bewitching as they , ami twice as 
audacious in a discreet way . 
Their 
sub-rosa conv ersation turned on their 
display of ankles, and the widow whis­ 
pered to a companion:

QATHEB1XH INDIA RUBBER. 
B ow lht* Na tiv e» «1 <;» **tn R ico T» ko XI to 
M arkot—lire« ! Injury *o th* Tiww. 
The chief industry in eastern Costa 
Bica is the collection of the caoutchouc 
(pronounced keechook, with the accent 
strong on tho first sy llable), as the 
nativ e Indians call that substance to us 
known as India rubber. 
Not many 
y ears ago, say s the Prov idence Jo u r­ 
n a l t more than 100,000 pounds of it 
were shipped ev ery month from Gray * 
town alone, but at present the av erage 
ex port per month is only about 02,000 
pounds. 
This considerable falling off 
is due to the fact that no legal or other 
surv eillance is ex ercised ov er the gath- 
ing of the gnm,^md with the customary 
improv idence of 'these people many of 
the v aluable trees which y ield it hav e 
been ruined. 
The Yularoes or nibber- 
hunters are the most ignorant and irre­ 
sponsible creatures, whose first object 
when out in a hunt is to secure as 
much caoutchouc as possible and nex t 
to damage 
the prospects of 
other 
Yularoes, regardless of the future. 
A thrifty tree, at its lirst cutting, 
ought to y ield not less 
than fifty 
pounds of rubber, but the hunters of 
to-day find few so profitable—unless 
they penetrate far into the v irgin 
forests and are lucky enough to dis­ 
cov er an entirely 
new district. 
In 
those sections already w orked most of 
the trees hav e been tapped sev eral 
times, and many of them were spoiled 
at the outset bv hav ing been cut too 
y oung—its greedy discov erer fearing 
that if the prize were left to attain 
perfection another might find and se­ 
cure it. 
Were the matter regulated by 
judicious laws, so that only mature 
trees might be tapped, and those not to 
an ex tent to cause death, the produc­ 
tion of caoutchouc would be greatly in­ 
creased. 
Recently 
the Costa Bican 
Gov ernment has 
offered 
ex tensiv e 
grants of land to any who will dev ote 
them to the culture of rubber trees, 
but so far few hav e av ailed themselv es 
of the opportunity . 
Many attempts hav e been made to 
import the juice of the tree in its 
natural state, but so far none of these 
efforts lias succeeded. 
While in liquid 
form it may be fashioned into any shape 
by means of molds, but no process lias 
y et been discov ered to prev ent 
its 
solidify ing. 
There is alway s a good 
deal of partially hardened caoutchouc 
adhering to the bark of the tree, which 
is torn off in long, stringy masses, 
called berucha. 
Of course, this is not 
nearly so v aluable as tlie solid cakes, 
and is more especially the product of 
those trees that hav e been cut sev eral 
times, and therefore cannot y ield a 
copious How of sap; but it is wrapped 
up in bundles and ex ported for v arious 
purposes. 
Commercially 
speaking, 
the caoutchouc of Paris is considered 
best, and commands tho highest price 
in market, while that from the west 
coast of Africa is least desirable, being 
only slightly elastic, and (like its col­ 
lectors) ex tremely offensiv e in odor. 
Great quantities are also brought from 
British India, Mauritius, and the Indian 
Archipelago. 
The milky juice, which play s now so 
important a part among the earth's 
productions, was first used by those 
Central 
American 
Indians. 
Their 
caoutchouc was made known to the 
world as elastic gum, and was long 
afterward giv en the name of rubber 
the discov ery of its usefulness in rub­ 
bing out the marks of black lead pencils. 
For the latter purpose it began to be 
imported into Great Britain toward the 
close of the last century , and being 
much v alued by artists w as sold at a 
high price. 
Early in 158 0 the Spanish 
conquistadores in Mex ico had learned 
to make caoutchouc into shoes and also 
used it for wax ing their canv as cloaks 
to make them resist water— something 
as the clothing of the modern Yularo 
is coated. 
That, no doubt, was the 
origin of tho idea of its manufacture 
intp water-proof cloth, which first gav e 
it great commercial importance. 
Not 
until 18 20 did its employ ment begin to 
ex tend much bey ond the erasing of 
pencil marks, though the quantity im­ 
ported had considerably increased. 


Live Jew els. 
All the old families in Cartagena, 
writes a correspondent from New Gre­ 
nada, South America, hav e more or 
less serv ants, tlreir former slav es or 
their descendants, to whom wages are 
paid, who liv e in the lowest story of 
the house and prov ide for themselv es 
iu some my sterious way . 
The y oung 
ladies make up dulces and sweetmeats, 
w hich are taken out on tray s by the 
serv ants and sold. 
The money obtained 
in this way is faithfully 
handed to 
the senorita of the house, who pur­ 
chases the delicate fabric and pretty 
ribbons for the new' dress, as she dare 
not make her appearance in the one 
prev iously worn. 
How lov ely these 
dresses are ornamented at night with 
the caeullos (koo-koo-y o^), the large 
and brilliant firefly of the jungles of 
the interior! 
When the caeullo is 
liv ely it is the most beautiful of jewels 
in effect. 
A coal of fire is wav ed at the 
tslge of the jungle where the eocullo 
liv es. 
The beetles 
iloek to the light 
and are knocked down easily into the 
grass, whence they are picked up and 
put into a joint of sugarcane, where 
they get fat and liv ely and are ready 
for use when wanted. 
The effect pro­ 
duced by trimming a raull dress with 
caeullos, which emit a strong and uni­ 
form light, of an incandescent green­ 
ish character, is v ery striking. 
Young 
ladies attach two or more caeullos to 
the hair at the back of the head. After 
the ball these jewels are reimprisoned 
in the sugar-cane until wanted again. 
At the com m encem ent of th e d essert 
th e la dies rise and retire, b u t ju st b e­ 
fore doing so a coa l of fire is pla ced on 
th e ta ble and th e y ou ng la dy opposite 
the m a le gu est d e ftly 
ro lls up a cigar­ 
ette a nd lig h ts it, g iv es tw o or th ree 


whiffs, and then with grace remov es R 
from her lips to those of her male 
v is-a-v is. I attended many balls without 
introduction, and approached nnv lady 
who struck my fancy , and solicited het 
hand for a waltz. 
They seemed to 
think it all right. 
It gav e them a 
chance to flirt. 
One can say a great 
many flattering things without offend­ 
ing. 
Warmth of ex pression is looked 
upon as a compliment to the beauty of 
y our partner, who is nev er displeased - * 
at least she nev er shows it. 
Singular 
to say , the same y oung lady may bo 
met, ball after ball, and receiv e y our 
adv ances with approv al, but she will 
not recognize y ou on the street. 
I 
nev er could induce any one of the 
ladies of the house where I lodged to 
walk out on the walls (the promenade). 
I was told it was contrary to the cus­ 
tom of the country , and would compro­ 
mise the lady , and y et I felt sure the 
girl wsjuld hav e giv en the world to 
marry an American. 


Sign-Talking In Staples. 
T1 ie people of Naples aro tho most 
proficient in tho use of gesture. 
“ With 
what are y ou most struck when in 
England?” asked a British subject of a 
Neapolitan. 
“ With tho total absence 
of all pantomimic action in conv ersa­ 
tion,” replied he. 
To watch a lecturer 
address his audience without so much 
as lifting a finger in emphasis of his 
remarks is the most laughable of sights 
to this liv ely southern race. 
Such admirable mimics 
are 
the 
Neapolitans that they can ev en dispense 
with the use of proper names. 
A twist 
of tho features, a strut, or other peculi­ 
arity of manner, and they hav e indi­ 
cated an acquaintance without using his 
patrony mic. 
Two men on opposite sides of a street 
in Naples hav e been known to hold ft 
protracted conv ersation by means of 
signs alone. 
No. 1 pulls a face descriptiv e of some 
common acquaintance and makes an in­ 
terrogativ e motion. 
No. 2 crosses his fingers like bars be­ 
fore his face and winks significantly . 
No. 1 signals: “ Why ?” 
No. 2 closes his fingers with a pecu­ 
liar motion of the hand, laughs, and 
proceeds on his way . 
This, being 
translated reads: 
“ Where is So-and-So?” 
“ In prison.” 
“ What has he been doing?” 
“ Stealing.” 
Familiarity with the language of signs 
sav es a great deal of time and effort. 
For ex ample, if, in any other city , y ou 
wish to inv ite a passing acquaintance to 
dinner, y ou must stop him and go 
through a quantity of courteous formal­ 
ity . 
In Naples y ou may simply rap 
y our mouth and intimate tho hour by 
holding up the requisite number of 
fingers. 
A motion on his part informs 
y ou whether y our friend will accept 
y our hospitality . 
The following are 
some of the most common signs and 
gestures in use: 
An outward wav e of the hand signi­ 
fies “ Adieu” ; an inward, “ Come” ; a 
downward, “ Stop.” The thumb pointed 
backward sa y s: 
“ Look” ; put to the 
lips, with a slight toss of the head, it 
means drinking; passed across the fore­ 
head, as though wiping away the per­ 
spiration, fatigue. 
The index finger 
drawn across the month denotes anger; 
across the clenched teeth, defiance; 
rapping the closed fingers against the 
lips, eating; passing the ex tended index 
and thumb in front of the mouth, hun­ 
ger; twisting the end of the mustache: 
“ Isn’t it good to eat ?” a backward wav e 
of the hand beneath the chin and a 
simultaneous toss of the head: “ Not at 
any price!” 
It is infinitely amusing to sit at the 
window and watch Neapolitans in the 
street; if their conv ersation is at all 
¿ miniated one can easily follow it by the 
use of the ey es alone. — Yo u th 's Co m­ 
p a n io n .

Nitro-(Hy ciirinc, 
So dangerous is nitro-gly aerine, say s 
a writer in the San Francisco Ca ll, that 
chemists hav e often been puzzled to 
known what to do with quantities of it 
that they hav e ]» rej ared in ex periments. 
It cannot he ex posed to the open air in 
any manner, and if buried in the 
ground it will, if pure, retain its full 
ex plosiv e powers for y ears, and kill any 
one who may unwittingly dig into it. 
The means usually resorted to for get­ 
ting rid of it is to pour it into deep 
water, or into a deep running stream, 
when it will sink to the bottom and 
perhaps forev er be remov ed 
from 
danger to man. 
It is a clear, oily , colorless, odorless, 
and slightly sweet liquid, heav ier than 
water, and slightly soluble in it. 
It 
detonates in the open air under a 
strong blow or shock, ignites with 
difficulty w hen poured out into a thin 
sheet, and ev en then burns incom­ 
pletely without ex plosion. 
It can be 
ev aporated by heat if boiling is av oided, 
but boiling ex plodes it. 
None of the 
constituents of nitro-gly eeriue are in 
themselv es ex plosiv e. 
Its principal 
element—gly cerine—is nothing more 
nor less than the sweet colorless fluid 
that is used by women for rubbing 
ov er their hands and faces in order to 
soften the skin. 
The first uitro-gly cerine that was 
ev er shipped from Europe to America 
was sent by the way of Panama to San 
Francisco. 
It came through safely . 
The nitro-gly cerine was rendered inex ­ 
plosiv e by being dissolv ed in alcoholic 
ether, from which it could easily be 
separated at any time by ev aporation, 
allowing the ether to ev aporate. 
This 
happened with the second shipment in 
18 57 , and the result was v ery disastrous. 
While shifting the cargo of the steamer 
at Aspinwall, a box of caps x v as dropjjed 
among a lot of leaking eases of nitro­ 
gly cerine. 
The 
resulting ex plosion 
shattered th e steamer to atoms and 
k ille d 100 nativ es and many others. 


RELICS OF THE BARK AWES. 


B elief o f the People of Bela ware and .Mary ­ 
land in M ftn and Omen*. 
[The Philadelphia T.mc*.] 
A belief in the supernatural and in 
the forecasting of ev ents by the signifi­ 
cation of signs and omens is not, as is 
generally supposed, restricted entirely 
to tho negro race of the Mary land and 
Delaware Peninsula. 
Superstition ie 
prev alent to a considerable 
degree 
among the whites, and it is carious that 
in many families where wealth and in­ 
telligence predominate, an implicit be­ 
lief is put in signs and tokens and 
what they portend. 
They are sincere 
in this belief and will cite numerous 
instances where a my sterious knock on 
the door, the sudden rattling of a 
window-sash when the air w as calm and 
serene, or the dismal howling of a dog, 
hav e been followed by “ bad luck,” to 
giv e apparent strength to it. 
Among the white laboring* classes su­ 
perstition holds their minds with a 
wonderful power. 
Any strange phe­ 
nomenon in the heav ens, any abnormal 
condition of the weather, or any unusual 
commotion on land or sea—each has 
its own special significance, and, while 
they all ex ercise an -undue inliuence 
upon tho minds of these people, each 
one formulates his or her own personal 
conclusions as to the probable 
se­ 
quence of these signs. 
A lady , v enera­ 
ble in y ears, prominent iu society , liv ­ 
ing in affluence, anti residing in a Mary ­ 
land town, once dismissed a most dear 
and intimate acquaintance with a sev ere 
reprimand for trenching upon her ideas 
with regard to this belief. 
The sub­ 
ject of superstition was under discus­ 
sion, and a large circle of friends were 
present. 
The lady friend was ridicul­ 
ing such a belief as preposterous and 
ignorant, and it was commented upon 
adv ersely by sev eral other members of 
the company . 
But the hostess was in­ 
v ulnerable to their attacks and humor­ 
ous puns, and good naturedlv rebutted 
them by sev eral incidents that had oc­ 
curred which were in fresh recollec­ 
tion by all present, and incidentally 
mentioned her horror of a person look­ 
ing ov er her shoulder when she was 
standing before a looking glass. 
The 
ev ening wore on, and when tlie com­ 
pany was about to disperse, the hostess 
arose to arrange her hair before a 
small toilet looking glass. 
Her friend 
came up behind her suddenly , and 
peered ov er her shoulder. 
A remarka­ 
ble tableau ensued. 
With blanched 
features, the hostess threw up her 
hands, and, with a wild shriek, fell 
swooning to the lloor. 
The proper re­ 
storativ es were resorted to, and when 
she recov ered consciousness she arose 
to her feet, nerv ous and timorous. 
Pointing her finger at her heretofore 
bosom friend, she said in a firm, deter­ 
mined v oice: 
“ We are friends no more.- Go.” . 
Ex postulations were 
useless; 
she 
would listen to no ex planation, and 
with a wounded heart, and her lace 
bathed in tears, the lady took her de­ 
parture. 
This occurred twenty y ears 
ago. 
They hav e 
nev er ex changed 
words since. 
By a strange coincidence 
of circumstances, a month or so after­ 
ward intelligence was receiv ed of the 
death of the only brother of the hostess 
who was in India. 
The first day of the new y ear the ne­ 
gro is debarred the priv ilege of enter- 
tering a white person’s house, as Lis 
presence is regarded as an omen of bad 
luck throughout the entire y ear. 
Woe* 
be to any person with a black skin who 
crosses 
the threshold of 
a 
white 
man’s house the first day of the new 
y ear. 
A negro man came near pay ing 
the penalty of his forgetfulness in this 
respect with his life. 
He started in 
the gate of a house,and w as adv ancing 
toward the door when he was confronted 
by a resolute and 
angry 
occupant, 
who stood ready to receiv e him with a 
wood-ax . The frightened negro sudden­ 
ly collected his senses, and, remember­ 
ing the day , turned to flee. 
As he did 
so, tho ax wuis hurled after him, and 
went whizzing ov er his head, the helv e 
knocking off his hat. 
There is to-day , liv ing in Lower 
Delaware, an old gentleman, once con­ 
spicuous in public life, who constantly 
keeps his gun charged with the old- 
fashioned silv er threo-cent pieces, who 
has implicit belief in their v irtue to de­ 
stroy the power of negro conjurors 
when tired at them. 
There aro sev eral 
mere who keep their rev olv ers loaded 
w ith the same metal for the same pur­ 
pose. 
Why the annihilating qualities 
of silv er are more superior to lead or 
gold they are unable to ex plain. 
Yet 
they are profoundly sincere in their 
belief that a v olley of the jingling metal 
fired at, not into, the body of a con­ 
juror will dissolv e his my sterious pow­ 
er and prev ent him from committing 
h a r m .__________________ 
Cheap Swells in Boston. 
A dealer tells me that there is a cus­ 
tom among certain “ cheap swells” of 
clubbing together and buy ing a supply 
of highly * colored neckwear, the v ari­ 
ous articles of which are w orn alter­ 
nately by different indiv iduals, who 
thus get the credit among their ac­ 
quaintances 
of 
being 
bountifully 
prov ided with such attire. 
I think it 
v ould be wrell for our “ swells” in a 
higher grade of social life if they did 
not set the ex ample of ostentation in 
dress to their less fav ored brethren. 
Their imitation of English modes of 
dress often carries them bey ond the 
limits of good taste, and their ex trav a­ 
gance, it is noteworthy , arises from the 
fact that they ov erdo this propensity . 
They put on in turn the large plaid and 
check patterns for suits which the 
Englishman reserv es for the country , 
and thus call attention to their ignor­ 
ance of the proprieties of which they 
assume a knowledge. 
I am glad to 
see, 
howev er, that this 
ridiculous 
form of Anglomauia is on the wan r

He never ex ecuted a threat, 
never wo re iirniH to make an attack, 
never wo re arms, but when tie 
menaced and threatened with the cud­ 
gel, he was advised by friends to wear 
arms fo r bis o wn defence, as he was a 
man o f small stature and no t in very 
go o d health. 
He acco rdingly armed 
himself, suppo sing it po ssible that ho 
mighthe attacked after what bad o c­ 
curred. 
Having the 
co nstitutio nal 
right to bear arms he wo uld ex ercisa 
the right. He wo uld alway s wear arms 
when menaced. 
He never assailed, 
menaced, o r attacked. 
He o nly pro ­ 
vided fo r his pro tectio n when he co n­ 
sidered himself in danger. 
He hail al­ 
way s preferred a different mo de o f set­ 
tling matters. 
In reply to the Senato r 
fro m Kentucky , and with a pro per ap­ 
preciatio n o f his lo ng and brilliant serv­ 
ice in the public co uncils, and his well- 
kno wn chivalry , he wo uld say that lie 
had no hesitatio n in declaring that ho 
wo uld have deemed it indecent and im­ 
pro per, befo re all the circumstances o f 
this ho ur, to wear arms fo r the purpo se 
o f attacking any o ne o r do ing any thing 
in a sy stem o f vio lence gro wing o ut o f 
this affair. 
He wo uld make no attack 
upo n any member o f the Benate, but 
wo uld stand firmly and calmly pre­ 
pared to defend himself when danger is 
ex hibited. 
He wo uld s*ek no further 
remedy than the present ho ur affo rded, 
vet he wo uld stand ready to go to any 
fo rum to which ho might be invited. 
Mr. Dickinso n said that after the 
co nfusio n was partly calmed he called 
the attentio n o f the chair to the busi­ 
ness; and he understo o d the Benato i 
fro m Misso uri to say that the mattei 
sho uld no t bo th\is dispo sed o f. 
Hii* 
(Mr. Dickinso n’s) o bject in calling the 
attentio n o f the chair to the business in 
hand was to call 
Senato rs to tbeir 
places. 
He had no desire to see the 
matter shuttled o ff. 
It m as o f to o grave 
a nature. 
Ho co ncurred in the pro po ­ 
sitio n fo r a co mmittee. 
Mr. Bento n—Let me put in a wo rd. 
I tho ught that it was the intentio n o f 
the Benato r to pro ceed to business, as 
if no thing * hail 
happened. 
I meant 
no thing unkind. 
Mr. Dickinso n—The remark is satis­ 
facto ry . 
After so me discussio n a co mmittee 
was appo inted. 
The 
affair made a 
great sensatio n that night at the ho tels 
and bo arding-ho uses. 
It was tho ught 
that if Bento n co uld have go tten ho ld 
o f Fo o te befo re lie dro w his weapo n, ho 
wo uld have injured him, as he was 
a 
stro ng, po werful man and Fo o te was 
slight and weakly . 


Business. 
No t lo ng ago a y o ung Bo sto n gro cer 
went o ut into a No rthern Massachusetts 
city to establish a gro cery o n a large 
anil liberal scale.

drawn up a reso lutio n, viz : 
That a 
co mmittee o f seven l>e appo inted, to 
investigate the diso rder o f to -day in 
the Senate, and that they repo rt the re­ 
sult to this bo dy . 
Mr. Do dge accepted the mo dificatio n. 
Mr. Clay tho ught that the co urse 
pro po sed was the pro per o ne, that the 
facts o f the transactio n which unfo r 
tunately o ccurred sho uld be repo rted. 
He tho ught, ho wever, that the reso lu­ 
tio n did no t go far eno ugh. 
The two 
Senato rs had been placed in unpleasant 
relatio ns to ward each o ther half an 
ho ur ago , and they sho uld be put under 
o bligatio ns to keep the peace, and 
sho uld vo luntarily o r o therwise go be­ 
fo re a magistrate o f the city ; o r they 
dio nld bo th pledge themselves (which 
iho uld be the mo re gratify ing to him) 
no t to pursue this m atter further than 
it had o ccurred to -day . 
Mr. Mangum—I co ncur. 
Mr. Clay —If the Senato rs will make 
such a pro mise, I will be co ntent. 
Mr. Bento n (emphatically ) said that 
he had do ne no thing o n Go d Almighty ’s 
earth to pro vo ke a breach o f the peace. 
He wo uld ro t in jail befo re he wo uld 
give a pro mise that wo uld leave him in 
*ucli a predicament. 
It may be ly ing 
. nd co wardly to impute to him the 
bearing o f arms, and making use o i that 
to justify his assassinatio n. 
Mr. Clay said that his o bservatio n 
was no t to the past but to the future. 
He simply wished Senato rs to take an 
^bligatio r: as to the future. 
Mr, Fo o tn had o nly this to say :

The trains running into the 
city were p acked, p articularly those from 
New Haven. 
The shore along the course

An observa­ 
tion train of nearly thirty ears followed the 
racers. 
So great was the demand for seats 
that grand stand chairs brought $10 ap iece. 
A tout thirty-five vessels of all descrip tions, 
from the mammoth City of New York d >wn 
to the steam launch Ida, followed the oars­ 
men, and all were weighted down to the 
water's edge with [*eop le 
About 20,000 p eo­ 
p le in all saw the race. 
The day was awfully 
hot, but tow ard the evening a slight wind 
from the west brought relief to the swelter­ 
ing throng. 
The w ater was slack and slow, but other­ 
wise in magnificent condition, scarcely a rip ­ 
p le t>eing seen on the surface. 
The two crews 
got a good start a t 7 :2s, and H arvard went 
ahead half a length in the first eighth mile, 
but the long, sweep ing stroke 
o f Yule soon 
overcame the lead, and at the half the race 
was even. 
Yal • forged ahead from this time, 
and at the mile was a length to the front and 
reep ing steadily further ahead. 
The race 
was won a t this p oint, for the Yale crew kep t 
up their beautiful stroke, and every imp ulse 
showed a gain for their Ik.at. 
Once or twice 
H arvard sp urted gallantly, but Yale resp ond­ 
ed, and nothing was gained for the crimson. 
During the third mile Yale drop p ed the stroke 
te 30, while H arvard kep t up to 35, and when 
the mile was ended the former bad a clear 
lead of four 1« ngths. 
As the boats got into the last mile of water 
the men from Boston made one last desp air­ 
ing effort, but to no p urp ose, the slow, swing­ 
ing sweep of the Yale crew being much the 
more p ow erful.
